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'Note: Examiner some what agrees with Applicant that the reference of Arnold does not teach deleting the attachment, and receiving a 
notification that all recipients of the email message have retrieved the attachment. That Is why the rejection recites an Official Notice. 
Arnold teaches "only the originator of the message and the intended recipients have access to the access list, (e.g. col. 4, lines 50 - 54) " 
also the access list Is a list of recipients that have been given an email with an attachment pointer that is located remotely on a network, 
which can be found In the references cited by the Examiner from the previous actions. Furthermore, the Official Notice states that it 
would be Obvious to send to all the recipients that the email attachment has been deleted. For example, if the originator decided to have 
the access list emailed to all the recipients after the last recipient has viewed the attachment, since after the last recipient views the 
attachment the attachment deletes itself if desired by the originator. In fact, this is so obvious that the reference of Trenbeath et al., which 
was used in the previous actions in a 35 U.S.C. 103(a) rejection for claims 6, 16. 26, teaches sending a notification about deleting of a 
data object, (e.g. col. 29, line 60 - col. 30, line 6). 
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
